Alaminum, aside from its lightness and 
Strovgth, is malleable, ductile, does not rust, 
fe as beautiful as silver, and ts much more 
abundant in iis native siete than any motal 
in use, Coyolite, or Iceland-spar, is the min 
eral from which it bas beon mostly obtained, 
but it is a constituent of clay and of other 
earths, an’! prevails almowt oreryrhere. The 
statemeon: has been made that it composes 
more than a twentioth part of the crust of 
the globe, The difficulty is to secure it ina 
pure stato at a moderate cost, Much hat 
yet to be learned also as to the mei hods of 
using it, and there remaina some doubt as te 
its »'aptation to certala important uses, But 
witht o lost ha f-coatury ite cost lias been 
| reduced from over thirty dollars a pound te

It agrees with the accounts already pub- 
lished. Naval experts-on the constrec- 
tion of the whole class-of vessels to which 
the Serpent belonged, insist that safety 
and endurance ‘were both sacrificed in 
this ship to a desire to make speed 
Advices from the wreck stute that a 
majority of the -corpses will be found 
inside the vessel.

BISMARCK AS AN ORATOR: ‘ 


A Hesitating Speaker, But a Forcible Ona 
His Religious Views, 


Bismarck lacks some of the qualities which 
are considered almost indispensable to an 
orator, He notonly speaks slowly, he actual 
ly stops—at the beginning of his speechos, 
at least--at every third or fourth word; ong 
might suppose ho had to overcome soms 
organic difficulty in pronouncing bis words 
He sways himself gently backwards and fors 
wards, he twirls bis thumbs, and from timed 
to time he looks ata scrap of paper upod 
which he has put down notes before speak 
ing. To one who did not know him well he 
would cer ainly appear to be embarrassed-~ 
nay, even intimidaved, But this is not the 
cose, He takes due account of those who ard 
listening to uim, but he is probably loess dis- 
turbed by their presence than any other publid 
speaker, He puts heart and soul into hig 
work, he wants Lo say ail he Comks about the 
Question, and ve does not much care whether 
tuis way of speaking is pleasant or not, When 
he comés to a stop ais auditors feel that after 
all they have heard something wort listening 
to, aud that every word Bismarck has used, 
aud whict he has taken so much pains to find, 
was the right one 


BEARING DIRECTLY ON TIVE QUESTION, 


Somebody interrupts him; he does not rei 
tort quick as lightning, but after a few 
seconds—the time for weighing what he had 
just heard—there comes « crushing reply 
which tails heavily on the interrupter, and 
not infrequently raises a iaugh at hisexpense, 
After a while he warms to his work, and the 
conclusion of some of his speeches is very 
good, even from an exclusively oratorical 
point of view. The greater part of what he 
has said in debatereads well; it is full of 
sound common sense and logic, and it is ut- 
terly free from high-sounding, empty phrases, 
If what Bismarck says were not good and 
forcible, no one would attend to him; but 
generally what he says appears from thd 
first so weighty that

there is uv orator more attentively listened 
to, And this was the case even before he 
bocameagreatman, A very striking eles 
ment in the constitution of Prine» Bisinarek i 
his deep religiousness, He owns a God othed 
than himself, aud pays him the tribute of 
sincere and heartfelt worship. According td 
nim, life would not be worth living if it wers 
not for the hope of an existence beyond the 
tomb, His belief in God isthe keystone of 
all his life. In 1872, in a parliamentary des 
bate, he referred \o an extract from a speech 
delivered by him in 1849, in whieh be Lad 
mainiained that ‘a ceitain measure of pusi+ 
tive Christianity is necessary tu the common 
man in order to prevent him from becoming 
dangerous in society.”

my birth, to serve which God created me.”

OLD EATING CUSTOMS. 


How They Used to Act at the Table Long 
Ago. 

Three or four men with whom I dined the 
other night fell to discussing dinner eu.stoms 
and their reasons, saysa writer in the New 
York Star, One recalled the days of two- 
pronged forks and the ol fashion of pouring 
coffee into the saucer to cool it, Another 
called attention to the history involved in 
the word ‘‘dip,” which is still used in some 
parts of the country for “sauce,” and per- 
petuates the memory of the days when the 
sauce Wasa common dish into which each 
person dipped his bread or meat, It was this 
custom that led to the idsatification of Judus 
as the one who should betray Christ, for he 
dipped his sop in the dish with the Master, 
From this the talk turoed to the habit of 
pouring a few drop: of wine from a freshly 
opened bottle into the host’s glass, before the 
guestsare served, The popular notion is 
that the object of the custom is to get rid of 
any bitsof cork that may adhore to the 
mouth of the bottle, bat one of my fellow- 
diners found in ita relic of those uncomfort- 
able days when tho host first tasted the wine 
as a guarantee to his guests that it was not 
poisoned, The old Virginian custom of 
drinking the first glass of wine standing is a 
survival of the samo sort. The host held his 
ginss up tothe light, in the presence of all 
his guests, and then drank its contents, ‘*not 
for publication, but as a guarantee of good 
faith.” 


A Story of a Whale'’s Tiuck. 


We havo received the following letter from 
Adelaide from Dr. Mannington Caffyn; ‘1 
send you an instance of pluck on the part of 
awhale, As far as I can learn itis the 
rarest thing for a whalv not to fear a steamer. 

On the morning of ¢uly 17, in latitude 42 
south, longitude 78 east, Capt. Hepworth, 
R.N. R., of the steamship Port Adelaide 
wastaking his sights when he noticed a 
large sperm whale alongside, so close that 
his spouting wetted the deck. The creature 
had evideutly lost his ‘school’ aid misiakeu 
us for one of his own species. He remaine | 
with u ifor four days and nights and 
travelled 800 nautical or 1,025 statute miles 
without a rest, and, as far one could 
gather, without food, He was never 
more than 70 yards away and for the 
most part close against the ship, under her 
quarter, where the draught made swimming 
easier for him. The length of the animal 
was about 47 feet, The first day he was very 
lively, diving frequently beneath the ship’s 
bottom, on one occasion scratching himself 
severely, Aftr that he kept closs alongside 
like a tired Newfoundland deg. Wher he 
did come up the children amused themselves 
by throwing potatoes into his ‘blow holes,’ 
which were ejected with great force. If this 
monstrous mammal (who appears to have 
been forgotten when the rest were given legs) 
has any capacity for sorrow it must have 
been a pathetic moment with him when at 
last after a gallant struggle to stay with us he 
had to throw up the sponge and remain 
alone in the centre of the Indian Ocean,”—

CYCLING. 


Jis Dangers and How to Avoid Them. 


Anything which induces porrons of sedent- 
ary occupations to exercise out of doors 
thould receive every possible encouragement, 
Cycling is comparatively a new form of exer- 
cise and is not without its dangers. But 
little has been written on this continent t) 
guide cyclists in the hygienic bearings of th» 
exercise, Wo fail to find anything of this 
sort even in the ‘Talk on physical culture” 
recently given at the Health Officers Con+ 
vention at Owen Sound. Dr, B, W. Rich- 
ardson, of London, Eng., bas written a good 
dealon the subject. In the last issue of the 
Maclepiad he admits that since he first warn- 
ed the public rsago of the dan- 
vers of immoderate cycling changes 
have taken place in the construction 
both of wicycles and tricycles which 
materially modify the old drawbacks, He 
is still of the opinion that cycling should 
never be practiced by boys and girls, since 
it differs from othor exercises in the fact 
that it molds the bodily frame work, as it 
were, to its own mode of motion; and riders 
in course of time almost invariably ac- 
quire what bo calls ‘the cyclist’s figure,” 
which is not graceful and indicative of the 
possession of perfectly balanced porers. 
Of two things, at least, he is gatisfed. 

| They are that the temptation of competi- 
tion js to an earnest ond practiced cyclist 
a “demon of danger,” ari that the systematic 
pursuit of cycling should never be fully com- 
menced before the age of twenty-one years, 
As stated in the Iowa Board of Health Bullet- 
in, almost all children who us the bicycle 
much—especially taking long rides—become 
deformed, and in walking assume what is 
known as the “‘cycler’s posture.” If any one 
will observe a large number of bicyclers ina 
parade it will be seen that nearly all if uot 
al] assume a position of stooping, a drooping 
of the shoulders, ina degree more or less 
marked which, if in children is practised 
much, becomes a fixed posture, compres-<ing 
and narrowing tho chest and developing the 
limbs of the body abnormally, ‘It bas been 
demonstrated repeatedly that girls and wo- 
men who run sowine machines are always 
more or Tess injured thereby-—the injury be- 
ing largely proportionate to the amount of 
auch exercise. If it is true that the light ex- 
cise of the limbs, combined with the sitting 
posture required in the use of the sewing 
machine is injurious, how much more injuri- 
ous is the severer excercise of propelling 
oneself ou a bicycle, or even ona tricycle, es- 
pecially uphill") Eminent physicians, and 
careful observers like Dr. Richardson, have 
alrendy met some forms of disease that are 
pecu!’a* to this unnatural mode of exercise. 
It is said to be specially trying upon persons 
with heart trouble, and even those who have 
never been regarded assuffering in this way 
find palpitation and other functional heart 
difficulty in riding up-hill, or even iapidly 
on the level. 

While it should not be indulged in much by 
children, adults are recommended to combine 
with ic walking up hill, and in long trips that 
at least one mile should be taken on foot for 
every soven on the cycle, 

Tbe British Medical Journal (Aug. 15 '90) 
in an article on Cycling and Hersis says: 
A somewhat unnecessary amount of alarm 
may possibly be created on the subject of 
cycling by some recent correspondence, es- 
pecially as a statement purports to have been 
made by more than one medical man that 
cycling predisposes to hurnia, It has not 
been our experience that any increase in this 
affection is attributable to cycling, One 
correspondent appears to attribute all harm 
to sitting too high on the machine, 

If danger exist it is due rather to the fact 
that scarcely 5 per ceut. of the riders make 
any attempt to fit themselves to their ma- 
chine. Asa rule the handles are far toolow 
and the seat rather too far back or forwards, 
Of the comfort of sitting up with the han- 
dies in such a position as not to necessitate 
bending the back nearly double, we can 
speak from persona! experience. Noone who 
has once got the handle high enough, the fret 
in the right position, and the seat at a pro- 
perangle, wi'l ever ride the machine so as to 
strain the legs, bend the back, or bruise the 
perienum. We would earnestly urgecyclists 
then to give due attention to the points above 
indicated for ensuring safety in this pleasant 
exercise, —Canada Heaith Journal.

Treasure worth many Hundre is of Milliony 
the like of which has never been Heard of 
before.”
